W ith a flotilla of Austrian fighting 
craft steaming down the Danube to 
anchor off the capital of the country 
whose relations with Austria are so 
strained, with troops marching to the 
borders of that country, with fighting 
men called to arms in Germany and 
Russia, the situation is one of the* 
most nerve-racking tension. 


An Especial Source of W orry. 


The approach of the Danube flotilla 
to Belgrade is an especial source of 1 
worry to diplomats, who realize what 
might happen if anything that might 
be Interpreted as hostile should occur 
while that flotilla was in sight of the 
Serbs’ capital. 
On the other hand, strenuous ef­ 
forts are being made by the French 
republic to bridge the chasm between 
Austria and Servia. 
The endeavors 
have not yet emerged from their in­ 
itial state, but there are sound reasons 
for assuming that they will be crown­ 
ed w ith success. 
This beneficent ac­ 
tion of the French government Is a 
new and important factor in the 
n- 
ternational drama. 
As the republic 
has hitherto given undeniable proofs 
of warm friendship for Servia. it has 
acquired the right to he heard when 
offering counsels of moderation. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, between Prem ier Poincare 
and the Servian m inister at, Paris the 
subject has been mooted and the con­ 
versations are expected to continue. 
On these grounds the outlook at the 
present moment is characterized in 
some circles as even more reassuring 
than several days ago. 
True, war be­ 
tween 
Austria-Hungary on the one 


hand and Servia and Russia on the j 
other, is being spiritedly carried on by 
the press of the respective countries, 
whose readers they treat each morn­ 
ing to the rattling of sabers and the 
clicking of rifles, which heated fancy j 
hears behind the scratching of the j 
m ighty pens, and it also is true that ( 
there still is profound antagonism of 
spirit between S*av and Austrian pub­ 
licist which operates as a troubling 
medium in distorting ideas that right­ 
fully apprehended would link the two 
states in friendship. 
It is understood j 
that Russia is relying on a European 
conference after the w ar to settle dis­ 
puted matters and is determined to 
avoid war unless in defense of her own 
frontier«.

W age Dispute, Brings the Eastern 


Roads Face to Face W ith Probable 


Demands For Increased Wages by 


the Firemen and Other Employes. 


Washington, Nov. 25.— Their fight 
for an increase' in wages has been won 
5y thirty-five thousand locomotive t n- j 
gineers of eastern roads. 
The hoard' 
of arbitration between the railroads 
and the engineers in its award just 
made public does not grant all of the 
engineer«’ d* mands, but establishes a 
minimum wage, which amounts to a 
substantia! increase on most of the 
roads. 
The award by the hoard of ar­ 
bitration probably brings the fifty-two 
railroads of the east face to face with 
demands for increased wages by the 
firemen and other employes. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
increase 
in 
compensation. P. II. Morrisey, the rep-, 
resentative of the engineers on the 
hoard, dissents from the award and 
says 
the settlement accepted hv it 
can he only temporary. 
The award is 
retroactive, counting for only one year 
from May 1. 1912. 
This means that 
within five months the railroads of 
the east probably will he confronted j 
by further demands from the engi­ 
neers and again may have to meet the 
possibility of a strike. 


May Raise Freight Rates. 


The railroads estimated that the de 
mands on the part of tho engineers, 
if granted, would entail an additional , 
expenditure of $7,172,000 a year. 
If 
the same percentage of increase wereS 
granted to other employes the addi- ! 
tional expense would amount in all to 
$07,000.000. 
The board of arbitration 
i 
expresses the opinion that this total 
is too high, but it does not attempt to 
give exact figures as to the additional 
burden that the award may impose 
upon the railroads of the east. 
The 
findings of tlie* arbitration board are 
regarded here as practically insuring 
a renewed attempt on the part of the 
railroads to raise freight rates. 
The more important features o f th e 
award ar**: 
A minimum wage of $4.25 
per 100 miles or less for engineers in 
passenger service, with an overtime 
rate of 50 cents per hour with an av­ 
erage speed of twenty miles per hour; 
a minimum of $4.75 for engineers in 


t h r o u g h f r e ig h t service per day of 100 
miles or less, with overtime pro rata 
after ten hours; 25 cents additional 
pei- day in local freight service, and 
$4.10 per day of ten hours or les.-, 
in 
switching service. 
All existing rates

EVERYBODY SATISFIED 


That Is W hat Suffragists Say About 


Their Convention Row. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 25.— The cause of 
suffrage 
apparently 
has 
triumphed 
over its internal differences, and today 
the conquerors and the conquered in 
the battle of Saturday, when Jan e 
Addams of Chicago, now dubbed "the 
Moses of suffrage.” swept aside all 
the opposition, defeating Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont and her followers, are stand­ 
ing hack to hack fighting for a coun­ 
try-wide vote for women. 
When the aftermath of the battle 
stopped it looked very much as if the 
supporters 
of 
Mrs. 
Belmont 
might 
withdraw from the National American 
Woman Suffrage association in their 
chagrin at being defeated, when they 
sought to amend the constitution of 
the organization so that the officers of 
the association could not ally them­ 
selves with any political party. 
So serious was the breach that Sun­ 
day there was an executive meeting 
of the executive board of the associa 
tion for the purpose of discussing the 
matter. 
Nothing was given out be- 
yond the statement of the president 
of the association, Dr. Anna B. Shaw. 
w-ho said that the matter had been 
discussed and everybody satisfied, but 
it is believed that there was a tacit 
agreement made among the officers 
that they would not affiliate them 
selves wdth any party unless such an 
affiliation was absolutely necessary. 
This promise, it is believed, was the 
diplomatic sop which was passed to 
the members who stood by Mrs. Bel­ 
mont. and were on the losing sid* of 
the proposition.
